It tr« i tltogHh« r appropriate that Dr. Jonaa 
Salk , whose great victory in the war against 
polio had 
captumd the cmintry’a imagina­ 
tion, should suggest mental disease st the nest 
major target for preventive medicine — and 
iLhould add that we are "desperately“ in need 
of measures that tell us "exactly what we 
are dealing with.” 
Critically important as the doctor's own 
achievement was, it would he overshadowed by 
any comparable discovery in the mental field, 
as nobody k nows better than he. 
Polio is a 
physical di.sea.se, induced by a virus. To i.solnte 
this virus, to experiment with it. to try one 
attack after another until one devel(^>ed ef­ 
fectiveness, was a tremendous feat. It called 
for patience, persistence, determination which 
at such a level are themselves gifts, as much 
gs a talent for music or painting is, nnd by no 
means to he commanded at will. 
But whM is menial illness? What causes it*» 
What s h^ the research specialist look for? 
Nothing so comparatively simple as a virus. 
With an estimated T.'iO.noO people currently in 
hospital for mental treatment, and one third 
as many more waiting their chance to get in, 
evidence multiplies that it is getting harder 
for man to weather the man made climate. 
The human brain is still almost unk nown, as 
was the nature of 
infantile paralysis 
a 
•rant twenty years ago. 
And when a man 
lik e Dr. Salk , far removed from psychiatry,

wonders whether many susceptible minds can’t 
be directed away from danger, people will 
listen. 
In a world where more people live In greater 
awareness of what is going on in more aress 
of that wm-ld, preiwures from outside are 
harder to combat. 
Even so. the doctor noted 
the new weapons of psychiatry, the new medi­ 
cines, new surgical procedures, electric shock , 
often result in "tstounding” victoriea. 
Right 
now a chemical originating in India la ahow- 
ing a high potential in quieting violent pa­ 
tients and, far more important, check ing the 
development of schisophrenia, a state to which 
troubled minds retreat to mak e life bearable. 
In view of the enlightened public response 
to the chance to help*-witness the March of 
Dimes, the Christmas seals, through which citi­ 
zens can mak e direct contributions to con­ 
tinuous battles—a movement to extend this 
custom to another plague is under study. No­ 
where else in the world do people benefit com­ 
parably from the enlightened warfare in de­ 
fense of health.

Conipclilion for the Atom 


The application of Consumers Public Power 
Di.stricl for an atomic power plant is altract- 
ing favorable attention in the nation’s press 
on various counts. Interest in providing par­ 
ticipation by such a public industry, prefer« 
tbly a non-federal one, stems from the ele­ 
ment of competition thus introduced in the pic­ 
ture. 
The great promise held out by the entrance 
of private utility companies into atomic power 
development is Ihst their competitive energy 
—as they compete among themselves and 
against the AEC's own engineers—will speed 
up the time when nuclear power is economic­ 
ally feasible. 
"Since public power is today an established 
part o f the nation’s electric generating in- 
dustry, though only a minor part.” comments 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, "its engineers and 
technicians may well have something to con­ 
tribute to this competitive rivalry. At the pub­ 
lic interest stands to gain by encouraging the 
private utilities to enter the race, ao will it 
gain by broadening the competition still fur­ 
ther.” 
The challenge Is to find out how to transmute 
atomic energy into electric power at casta 
comparing favorably with steam and hydro 
power. Today an atomic power reactor costs 


$.12.'» per k ilowatt to build, at a rnnservative 
figure, as against $17.5 for a ronventional steam 
plant. Atomic power is figured today as rout­ 
ing between 12 to 21 mills per k ilowatt hour 
to generate, whereas modern iteam plants 
are doing it for 4 to 7 mills. 
The sooner the figures for atomic power can 
he brought within range of those for conven­ 
tional plants, ii the conclusion, the better it 
will be lo r everybody. "And if some compe­ 
tition will advance that goal, more compe­ 
tition ought to advance it further.” 
The history of American industry doesn’t In­ 
clude many instances of revolutionary tech­ 
niques being k ept under wrapt indefinitely 
because of the high coat of Introducing them, 
thank s to the inventive genius to well served 
by démocratie processei. and to the ability to 
look ahead and figure on a long basis. The 
Columbus application showed on its face that 
it was not a figment of delirium. It proposes 
to build a sodium-graphite reactor, whose gen­ 
erating costs would he comparable with those 
of a highly efficient conventional power plant, 
while offering unlimited industrial opportuni­ 
ties through the u.se of its by-products. Fur­ 
thermore, unlik e some other proposals, this 
one would mak e the plant a Nebrask a-owned 
and operated installation, within AEC licensing 
regulations. 


Germans in the Air A^ain 


From tte diristtan Science MonUor: 
A new chapter of German postwar history 
began when two silver-gray airliners bearing 
the colm^ of "new-old” German Lufthansa 
ao aro d^to 
recently. 
Tho Hn of engines of those first German 
p o stwa r airliners doubtless was music in the 
ears 
the Germans. 
But did it sound lik e 
music for all who heard it? At least some o f 
the Londoners might be reminded of the noise 
of the German V-missiles during the la.st years 
of World (War II. And (Ahers on this side as 
well as on the other side of the Iron Curtain 
might thoughtfully have prick ed up their ears. 
Indeed, most Germans themselves didn’t ex­ 
pect GermMiy’s civil aviation to mak e a come­ 
back so S0CM1. 
But the early start of the 
Lufthansa, a power in international passenger 
aviation before the war, has been the result 
of West Germany’s affiliation with the family 


of the free Western countries. 
It is another 
success for West Germany’s policy of sincere 
and steady friendship with the West during the 
last 10 years in spite of continual courting by 
the East. 
Therefora the new West German airiinera 
should be regarded as messengers of friend­ 
ship when they land in Londcm, Paris, and New 
York . 
The Lufthansa will have difficult years ahead 
and run in the red for a long time. But the 
necessary sacrifices are considered worthwhile 
by the West Germans. The early start 
the 
Lufthansa under their control may have pre­ 
vented a comeback of this once-well-k nown air­ 
line in Red Communist mak e-up. 
For it is 
k nown that the Communist-controlled Ea.st Ger­ 
man Government had prepared plans for an 
East German passenger aviation company un­ 
der the same name.

WASHINGTON — The 55,000,000 American 
taxpayers and their families, who will be com­ 
pleting their federal returns this week , de­ 
serve to k now that the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice is back on its feet—and can look the pub­ 
lic straight in the eye withmit 
being afraid its face is dirty. 
It has emerged from the most 
radical and rigorous houseclean- 
ing that Washington has wit­ 
nessed for a long time and is to­ 
day the ally of the laxpayer—not 
his enemy. 
We can never measure, for 
sure, how near to the brink of 
disrepute and fatal decay the scandal-ridden, 
tax-collecting arm of the government had 
crept a few years ago. But we do k now that 
it had "earned” such pu'olic disgust and dis- 
trnst~i>ecause of corruption on top—mat the 
U.S. tax system was headed towa’^d mass 
evasion. This is the k ind of thing which has 
brought more than one democratic goveni- 
ment to the point of moral and financial 
collapse.

PARIS—Tax revolt cows French regime. 
Here mob violence had brok en out and the 
French Parliament was paralyzed as thou 
sands of merchants were demanding that the 
tax inspectors be denied the right to check 
their book .s to prevent fraud. 
NEW YORK—Henry Grü newald sentenced to 
5 years for tax fixing. 
Here a notorious influence-peddler found he 
couldn’t get awa%' with it any longer.

The federal income tax used to be a tax 
for the few. Today it touches nearly every fam­ 
ily in the nation and bites deeply. In 1914 
there were only about 300,000 returns. In the

of some 55,000,000. 
The secret ingredient which mak es the U.S. 
tax system work and work well is "voluntary 
compliance.” You just can’t collect $65 to $70 
billion a year from 55,000,000 taxpayers with­ 
out genuine voluntary compliance.

honor an internal revenue service which has 
dishonored—and despoiled itself. Massive tax 
evasion would replace massive tax compliance 
and the end of stable government would be in 
sight. That was the peril—and it was no less 
than that—which became an ominous cloud 
over Washington and over the natitm a few 
years ago. 
Scandal and corruption wrack ed the top 
levels of the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 
Nine of the nation's collectors of internal 
revenue had to walk the plank , uulicted. con­ 
victed, jailed or fired in a frantic etfort to 
retrieve something of what the f'ountry came 
to feel was "the mess in Washington.” 
In San Francisco in one year there were 
7(Kl front page news stories and 22,000 column- 
inches of copy all adverse to the Internal 
Revenue Service. 
The collectcM- of internal revenue In Boston, 
the collector of internal revenue in St. Louis, 
the collector of internal revenue of Brook lyn, 
and others ultimately ran afoul the law and 
in the Grü newald case an Assistant commis­ 
sioner of internal revenue was convicted of 
accepting a bribe. On top of it all, it was ulti­ 
mately discovered that the commissioner of 
internal revenue himself. Joseph D 
Nunan 
Jr., who was in office from 1944 to 1947, was 
defrauding the government by concealing his 
full income on his own returns.

In tha maantime tha foundation 
has quiatly gona into agricultural 
reaaarch, stek ing to find Improvad 
ways of producing food for tha 
millions stved by Its 
extensivt 
public health programs. 
A glimpse of the Foundation’s 
activities in Mexico was 
given 
here at a meeting of the Caribbean 
region of the American Society for 
Horticultural Science by Dr. R. W. 
Bichardaon Jr., of Mexico City. 
Dr. Ricbardaon directs vegetable 
crops restarcb in Mexico ifor the 
Foundation. 
VegalalM Research 
But vegetablf rtsesrch, although 
Important, is a small part of tha 
Foundation’s program in Mexico. 
Starting out in a small way back 
in 194.1, the Foundation now ha.s 
five experiment stations In Mex­ 
ico totaling over 1,100 acres. 
There are l.S technician* 
from 
the United States and 40 techni­ 
cians from Mexico doing research 
at these stations. 
In South America the Founda­ 
tion hat two experiment stations 
in Colombia and ia starting an ex­ 
periment station in Chile. 
These experiment stations al­ 
ready have made outstanding con­ 
tributions to tropical agriculture. 
A rust-resistant wheat has been 
developed for the 
highlands 
of 
Mexico, and Mexican com produc­ 
tion has been increased from 5 to 
25 per cent. 
New Cora Variety 
Foundation researchers in 
Co­ 
lombia have come up with a new 
selected com variety (not a hy­ 
brid) which enables g farmer to 
double his com production where 
this variety can be grown. It has 
been nam ^ "Rocal V-101.” 
According to Richardson, more 
than 2,000 varieties of 40 different 
vegetable crops have been tested 
for tolerance to Mexico’s climate 
and soils. 
"We had to find out what varie­ 
ties did best before we could be­ 
gin cultural trials,” he said. "Now 
we are wcN-k ing extensively 
on 
such problems 
a s 
planting 
dis­ 
tances, planting depths and fertil­ 
izer placement.” 
He added that Mexican farmers 
are quick ly tak ing advantage of 
the research, adopting the founda­ 
tion’s recommended varieties and 
many of the suggMted cultural 
practices. 
"Mexico ia developing a very 
good Extension Service,” 
Rich­ 
ardson said. 
"When I went 
to 
MeXieo nearly four years ago the 
Extensim Service was just getting 
under way, but in the last two 
years it has made great progress. 
There are many farmers In Mex­ 
ico who equal the better farmers 
in the United States.” 
Progress in Mexico 
Richardson described Mexican 
agriculture as "very progressive.” 
He said that new irrigation proj­ 
ects were opening thousands of 
acres of land to cultivation during 
the dry season. And he added that 
irrigation would be available for 
about 500,000 acres upon comple­ 
tion of the huge Miguel Aleman 
hydro-electric project now under 
constructiOT in Vera Cruz state. 
The foundation does no research 
with such crops as coffee, cacao 
or sugarcane, limiting its work to 
basic food cri^s for Latin Amer­ 
icans. 
According to Richardson, the 
Foundation sets up operatiwis only 
in countries where it has been in­ 
vited to do so. 
It work s in close 
co-operation with the governments’ 
agriculture departments. 
He said that plans call for even­ 
tually turning over the Found a- 
ti(Hi’s research projects to the La­ 
tin governments, as has been done 
with the public health projects. 
Richardson, 37, is from Newport, 
Minn. He was graduated from the 
University of Minnesota, where 
he obtained his doctor’s degree.

WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower has 
decided to tak e a direct hand in the close 
Senate battle over his military budget, which 
reduces Army strength by several hundred 
thousand troope. 
Tha President is intervening at 
the urgent request of Republican 
members of the Senate Appro-, 
priationi Committee, which is! 
considering 
t he 
controversial 
budget. 
Sens. Edward Thy e, Minn., and 
Margaret Chase Smith, Me., par­ 
ticularly advised this, following 
the opposition testimony o f Gen. 
Matthew Ridgway. The two Republican leaders 
warned that wily the President’s personal in­ 
fluence could offset the powerful impression 
made by the Army chief of staff. 
Bidgway disclosed, in response to committee 
questions, that he had recommended an Army 
force of 1,3(X),(X)0 and that the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff were not consulted In the decision to cut 
the Army to 1,080,000 by June 1956. 
The President will throw his weight into this 
fight with 
a letter to the k ey Senate Commit­ 
tee stressing three factors: 
The Army, now totaling 1,270,000, is twice 
the size of all U.S. forces before the Korean 
war, and also has far greater fire power than 
at the height of that conflict. 
More than 750,000 trained men have been 
released by the Army in the past 12 mwiths, 
thus providing a highly effective ready reserve 
in the event of a war emergency. 
The Army program is extremely flexible and 
can be quick ly changed to meet any situation. 
Note: Army Undersecretary Charles Finu- 
cane, ask ed at a private Committee meeting 
what he think s o i Gen. Ridgway, replied, "In 
my opinion he is one of the greatest combat 
leaders and one o f the moot competent chiefs 
of staff of our time. His ability to inspire 
troops, his extraordinary understanding <rf bat­ 
tle conditions, and his forcefulness and cour­ 
age in tak ing advantage of every importunity 
have turned, several times in our recent his­ 


tory, what was apparently a dark day of de­ 
feat into a bright day of memorable victory.”

DIFFERENT SET-UP—Two reasons art be­ 
hind the administration’s uneasiness over the 
back stage situation regarding the military 
budget in tha Senate Appropriations Commit­ 
tee. 
(1) Democratic Committeemen have been 
either coldly silent or sharply critical, unlik e 
party colleagues of the House Appropriations 
Committee who are publicly supporting the 
President’s economy program; latest of them 
to do so being Rep. Clarence Cannon (D-Mo), 
chairman, with the statement, "The best thing 
to do is to give the President what he ask s 
for and put the full responsibility on him." 
(2) A setback in the powerful Senate C!om- 
mittee would be difficult to reverse in the full 
Senate. It would necessitate a bitter royf which 
the administration is anxious to avoid, par­ 
ticularly because of its possible adverse ef­ 
fect on the House if the Senate should refusg 
to approve the proposed Army cut. 
That’s why the President has acceded to the 
pleas of Sens, Thye, Smith and others to per­ 
sonally go to bat fwr his threatened budget. 
Other testimwiy, besides Gen. Ridgway’s, 
is playing into opposition hands. This applies 
particularly to one disclosure by Uadeneera- 
tary Ftnucane regarding an announced ateep 
cutback in Army funds. 
The unpublish^ transcript reveals that Finu- 
cane, under questioning, stated that one-half 
of the $3.000,000.000 that will be needed in the 
coming fiscal year, starting July 1, to meet 
the cost of the Military pay boost, new housing 
and so-caHed "fringe benefits.” will be tak en 
from Army funds voted by Congress for en­ 
tirely different purposes. 
As explained to the eurprised committee by 
Finucane, under this secret plan, $8,000,000 in 
procurement funds and $7,000,000 in other ap­ 
propriations will be tak en from the Army to 
provide a total of $1,500,000,000 for various 
benefits for all the military services.

As this bill cwitains the emer­ 
gency clause, it can go into effect 
immediately when the governor 
signs it. Then it can be used to 
• dissolve Lancaster school district 
18. which has been greatly reduced 
by acquisition of land for the Lin­ 
coln Air Base.
